Effective June 10, 1981, FCC will permit U.S. Amateur Radio 
stations full power privileges on the frequencies 1800 to 1900 kHz, 
1000 watts maximum DC plate input. However, some power and

the CQWW, 1981. More than 92% of our membership has indicated a desire to 
participate in the contest! Our goal? At least 200 Megapoints. And to 
do it we'll need to man as many contest expeditions as possible. Unlike 
There are many good reasons to go on an expedition, For one, it helps 
the Club score. It's also great to be the center of attention in pile-ups, 
and it's just plain fun to "be DX." It doesn't have to cost much, and it 
will be something that you'll remember forever. 
You can also make a much bigger score from operating at a DX location. 
In last yearS CW CQWW, for example, N6RO tallied 1.9 million from his 
superstation out in Oakley. 8P6J, on the other hand, made 3.3 Megapoints 
from Barbados. N6TJ, the operator, was using a 3-element tribander and 
wires, and ran between 200 and 300 watts out for the entire weekend,
